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The  years  1954  and  1955  were  eventful  ones  at  St.  Luke’s 
Hospital  from  the  point  of  view  of  development  and  of  in- 
creased service  to  the  Community.  This  two-year  span  has 
seen  the  completion  and  opening  of  the  Florence  Stokes  Clark 
Building,  and  the  demolition  of  Norrie,  built  in  1896,  to  make 
way  for  the  new  Stuyvesant  Pavilion.  Plans  have  been  for- 
mulated for  the  renovation  and  modernization  of  the  old  buildings  of  the  Hospital  and  a small 
beginning  has  been  made. 

The  Clark  Building,  opened  on  St.  Luke’s  Day,  October  18th,  1954,  supplied  the  badly 
needed  space  for  a new  and  modern  Out-Patient  Department.  Its  34  clinics  occupy  the  first  two 
floors  of  the  building  and  daily  render  a tremendous  service  to  the  Community.  In  1955,  the  first 
full  year  of  operation,  it  handled  4,000  more  clinic  visits  than  it  had  in  its  old  quarters.  Equally 
busy  are  the  diagnostic  and  therapeutic  services  on  the  third  floor.  The  laboratories  of  the 
Pathology  Department  on  the  fourth  floor  and  the  special  laboratories  on  the  Penthouse  floor 
now  offer  opportunities  for  clinical  and  pure  research  the  Hospital  has  never  had  before.  Modern 
and  well-equipped  space  for  patients  of  services  already  major  in  the  Hospital,  i.e.,  orthopedic, 
urological,  and  pediatric,  are  housed  in  the  new  building.  The  inauguration  of  a long-needed 
psychiatric  service  was  also  made  possible.  The  establishment  of  the  Columbia  Health  Service  on 
the  second  floor  of  this  building  and  its  Infirmary  on  the  ninth  floor  was  also  a natural  and  desirable 
development. 

It  is  not  possible  to  think  of  the  work  of  the  three  divisions  of  St.  Luke’s  Hospital — the 
General  Hospital,  Woman’s  Hospital  Division,  and  the  Convalescent  Home — without  paying 
tribute  to  its  staffs:  physicians  and  surgeons,  nurses,  technicians,  administrators,  medical  social 
workers,  and  all  of  the  hundreds  who  serve  so  faithfully  and  with  such  good  will.  Contributing 
freely  and  cheerfully  to  this  service  is  a group  of  men  and  women  who  last  year  gave  29,508  hours 
of  volunteer  work  to  St.  Luke’s. 

Always  an  integral  and  vital  part  of  St.  Luke’s  Hospital  since  its  founding,  the  religious  work 
was  carried  forward  by  its  chaplains  through  the  regular  services  in  the  Hospital  Chapel,  through 
the  service  of  Holy  Communion  taken  to  patients  in  their  rooms,  and  through  the  visiting  and 
counseling  of  patients  and  staff.  Again  last  year,  a course  in  Clinical  Pastoral  training  for  semi- 
narians and  clergy  was  conducted  in  the  Hospital.

In  the  Fall  of  1955  the  foundations  for  the  new  Stuyvesant  Pavilion  were  begun.  The  new 
building  will  provide  up-to-date  facilities  for  current  services  which  are  now  badly  handicapped 
because  of  lack  of  space  and  modern  equipment.  The  pavilion  is  being  erected  and  the  work  in  it 
will  be  supported  by  funds  bequeathed  to  St.  Luke’s  Hospital  for  this  purpose  by  Catherine  E.  S. 
Stuyvesant,  Anne  W.  Stuyvesant,  and  Augustus  Van  Horne  Stuyvesant,  Jr.  in  memory  of  their 
parents,  Augustus  Van  Horne  Stuyvesant  and  Harriet  Le  Roy  Stuyvesant. 

While  the  development  of  service  to  the  people  of  New  York  and  the  great  strides  forward 
gained  by  increasing  our  research  and  training  program  are  cause  for  rejoicing,  the  financial 
outlook  is  not  a pleasant  one.  The  combined  net  deficit  for  1954  and  1955  after  supplementary 
income  and  before  depreciation  was  $674,852.60.  The  estimates  for  1956  indicate  a further  in- 
crease in  our  expenses  with  no  appreciable  increased  revenue.  We  have  been  burdened,  as  have 
all  hospitals,  with  a continuous  increase  in  cost  of  supplies,  salaries,  techniques,  and  tests  due  to 
the  advancement  of  medical  science,  and  the  shrinking  dollar  value. 

A major  part  of  these  operating  deficits  incurred  by  our  service  of  ministering  to  the  sick, 
training  doctors  and  nurses,  and  carrying  on  research,  has  been  made  up  by  generous  friends  of 
the  Hospital.  I am  hopeful  that  the  Hospital  will  receive  additional  gifts  and  legacies  to  help  ease 
this  large  deficit. 

It  is  with  heartfelt  thanks  that  I,  on  behalf  of  the  Board  of  Trustees,  acknowledge  the  finan- 
cial assistance  that  has  been  given  to  us  by  our  friends  throughout  the  City  and  indeed  throughout 
the  Country.  Without  their  continued  interest  and  loyalty,  we  could  not  continue  to  maintain  the 
standard  of  medical  care  and  the  spiritual  values  that  have  been  the  tradition  of  St.  Luke’s  for  more 
than  one  hundred  years.

Report  of  the  President 
of  the  Medical  Board 


In  1954  St.  Luke’s  Hospital  enjoyed  probably  one  of 
its  most  active  years.  Many  important  and  interesting  de- 
velopments were  recorded  in  the  second  century  progress 
notes  of  this  institution. 

During  this  year  three  new  directors  of  services  were 
appointed:  Dr.  G.  Jarvis  Coffin,  Medicine;  Dr.  Harold  A.  Zin- 
tel.  Surgery;  and  Dr.  John  M.  Cotton  in  Psychiatry.  The  members  of  the  professional  and  ad- 
ministrative staffs  welcome  these  men  in  their  new  positions,  and  also  offer  them  unlimited  co- 
operation in  making  their  new  assignments  a success. 

Another  important  event  of  1954  was  the  bequest  of  money  from  the  estate  of  Augustus  Van 
Horne  Stuyvesant,  sufficient  to  build  and  maintain  a hospital  on  the  space  formerly  occupied  by 
the  Norrie  Pavilion.  Among  other  services,  the  second  floor  of  the  Pavilion  will  house  a new 
diagnostic  clinic  which  will  serve  not  only  patients  from  the  private  category,  but  also  those 
from  the  semi-private  income  group.  This  same  set-up  can  serve  as  a cancer  detection  clinic. 
St.  Luke's  has  needed  these  facilities  for  many  years,  so  we  look  forward  to  them  with  great 
enthusiasm. 

During  1955  members  of  the  St.  Luke’s  professional  staff  received  honors  in  their  various 
fields. 

Dr.  Edward  J.  Donovan  was  elected  President  of  the  Academy  of  Medicine.  In  January, 
1955,  Dr.  Harold  A.  Zintel  was  elected  President  of  the  Society  of  University  Surgeons.  Dr. 
David  M.  Bosworth  was  elected  President  of  the  American  Orthopedic  Association  for  the  years 
1956-57. 

The  Hospital  Staff  was  saddened  during  1955  by  the  deaths  of  Dr.  B.  P.  Cobb,  Dr.  George 
M.  McKee  and  Dr.  Van  Rensselaer  Voislawsky.  These  men  had  all  won  recognition  in  their 
fields  and  had  given  great  service  to  St.  Luke's  during  their  years  of  active  affiliation. 

Another  event  which  must  be  recorded  here  was  the  retirement  of  Miss  Sylvia  Dunham, 
who  was  Secretary  to  the  office  of  the  Executive  Director  for  many  years.  The  reason  I record 
this  change  is  because  Miss  Dunham,  through  her  position,  played  a very  important  part  in  aid- 
ing the  Presidents  of  the  Medical  Board  in  carrying  out  their  various  duties.  We  shall  all  miss 
this  kindly,  efficient  lady  from  the  official  family  of  the  hospital. 

The  maintenance  of  an  adequate  defense  force  by  our  government  has  demanded  the  serv- 
ices of  a large  percentage  of  interns  and  residents  for  at  least  two  years.  This,  naturally,  has 
upset  the  orderly  progression  of  these  doctors  through  their  training  years,  as  they  are  obliged 
to  leave  our  staff  at  the  end  of  a year  or  at  the  termination  of  their  second  year.  The  vacancies 
left  by  them  must  be  filled.  We  do  get  back  some  of  our  previous  staff  members,  but  there  are 
gaps  in  the  ranks  of  the  residents  which  we  have  had  to  fill  with  outside  physicians,  many  of  them 
being  graduates  of  foreign  medical  schools.  This  has  been  a worry  to  the  Attending  Staff,  for  the 
foreign  appointees  usually  go  back  to  their  own  countries,  thereby  diminishing  the  number  of 
physicians  available  for  future  work  in  our  clinics  and  later,  on  our  ward  services.  We  are  ob- 
serving this  situation  carefully  and  trying  to  work  out  some  solution,  for  we  realize  St.  Luke’s 
Hospital  of  tomorrow  depends  on  the  resident  staff  of  today.

There  are  other  factors  which  operate  to  take  away  our  fully-trained  graduates,  and  the 
most  important  one  of  these  is  economic  insecurity.  Many  of  the  young  doctors  who  enter  the 
hospital  are  married,  with  one  or  more  children.  Because  their  marital  status  demands  some 
immediate  financial  security,  they  usually  accept  an  offer  to  go  into  group  medical  practice  where 
the  income  will  take  care  of  their  needs,  or  they  enter  practice  in  a small  town,  where  a request 
has  been  made  for  their  services.  One  finds  it  hard  to  offset  this  trend  except  by  the  Hospital’s 
subsidizing  capable  men  for  several  years  until  they  become  self-sustaining  or  by  some  of  the 
older  members  of  the  staff’s  offering  an  assistantship  in  their  offices  until  the  young  doctor  can 
support  himself. 

Another  field  of  great  interest  at  the  Hospital  is  our  research  program  which  was  started 
some  years  ago  and  has  developed  rapidly.  By  reason  of  this  department,  we  are  able  to  take 
better  care  of  our  patients,  attract  better  house  staffs  and  keep  abreast  of  the  rapidly  unfolding 
field  of  medical  and  surgical  science. 

Here  again  we  must  discuss  the  matter  of  finances,  for  our  research  staffs  are  getting  a bit 
worried  about  their  financial  future  which,  they  say,  depends  solely  upon  the  annual  contribu- 
tions of  the  research  funds.  They  raise  the  question  as  to  what  would  happen  if  the  interested 
members  of  the  Attending  Staff  stopped  being  interested.  It  is  a good  question  and  one  which 
many  institutions  are  trying  to  answer. 

We  believe  that  the  Trustees  of  our  Hospital  will  establish  and  voice  the  principle  of  sup- 
porting this  research  program  as  far  as  the  salaries  of  the  investigators  and  their  technicians  are 
concerned.  If  this  is  done,  the  ever  present  worry  will  be  erased  from  the  research  workers’  minds 
and  their  work  will  be  better.  To  the  Trustees  we  can  say  that  it  probably  would  not  cost  the 
hospital  too  much  as  time  goes  on,  for  good  research  soon  attracts  enough  money  to  cover  its 
expenses. 

This  program  must  be  supported  and  continued,  as  St.  Luke’s  will  never  hold  her  place 
among  the  many  hospitals  of  this  city  without  the  continuance  of  such  a program. 

In  the  year  1955  various  research  funds  were  awarded  to  St.  Luke’s.  Noteworthy  among 
them  were  grants  from  the  Hartford  Foundation  and  the  Nathan  Hofheimer  Foundation. 

Also,  from  the  estate  of  Vincent  Youmans,  St.  Luke’s  Hospital  received  an  amount  of 
money  sufficient  to  supply  the  yearly  salary  of  a fellow  in  research  in  the  fields  of  pulmonary 
tuberculosis  and  chest  diseases.  This  fund  is  a permanent  one;  the  fellowship  is  open  to  any 
physician  having  the  proper  qualifications  for  research  in  those  fields. 

The  student-teaching  at  St.  Luke’s  definitely  must  be  extended  into  all  our  divisions  as  the 
facilities  now  are  available  for  an  excellent  clinical  teaching  program  and  they  should  be  used. 
When  our  proposed  building  is  completed,  the  census  of  patients  in  St.  Luke’s  Hospital  will  be 
about  1,000.  This  includes  not  only  the  Woman’s  Hospital  Division  but  also  the  Convalescent 
Hospital.  This  is  quite  a change  in  patient  load  in  the  hundred  years  since  St.  Luke’s  Hospital 
was  built  on  East  54th  Street  and  Fifth  Avenue  with  a bed  capacity  of  250  patients. 

I am  deeply  appreciative  of  the  great  cooperation  given  to  me  during  these  past  years. 
The  Board  of  Trustees  and  the  professional  and  administrative  staffs  have  done  everything  in 
their  power  to  aid  in  the  solution  and  administration  of  the  many  changes  which  have  been  in- 
stituted in  the  Hospital  during  these  very  fascinating  and  interesting  years.

RESEARCH 


Medical 

Research,  so  ably  conceived  and  nurtured  by  Doctor  John  H.  Keating  9 years  ago  at  St.  Luke’s, 
continues  to  thrive.  Thanks  to  grants  and  gifts  from  generous  friends  and  the  splendid  work  of  the  various 
members  of  the  research  teams,  it  has  been  possible  to  continue,  even  to  expand,  the  program.  Additional 
laboratory  space  was  made  available  late  in  1954  on  the  fifth  and  sixth  floors  of  the  Vanderbilt  building. 

Through  the  generosity  of  an  anonymous  donor,  it  was  possible  to  expand  considerably  the  facilities 
of  the  Cardiorespiratory  Laboratory;  specially  designed  new  x-ray  equipment  for  heart  catheterization 
and  fluoroscopy  was  installed  in  a separate  room,  allowing  these  procedures  to  be  done  much  more  satis- 
factorily. Additional  rooms  were  assigned  for  work  in  respiratory  and  renal  physiology. 

Again,  several  research  fellowships  were  awarded  to  members  of  the  Department  of  Medicine: 
Doctors  Nicholas  E.  Capeci  and  Davis  C.  Weaver  received  New  York  Heart  Association  Fellowships, 
and  Doctor  Wilbur  G.  Avery  the  Hofheimer  Fellowship. 

Doctors  Rene  Wegria  and  James  G.  Hilton  and  their  group,  working  under  Doctor  John  H.  Keating, 
with  grants  from  the  New  York  Heart  Association  and  the  American  Heart  Association,  continued  their 
investigations  along  two  main  lines;  (1)  the  effect  of  circulatory  changes  on  renal  functions,  and  (2)  the 
study  of  the  regulation  of  the  acid-base  balance  of  the  blood.  Current  studies  are  concerned  with  the 
regulation  of  the  output  of  hormones  by  the  medulla  and  cortex  of  the  adrenal  glands. 

The  Cardiorespiratory  Laboratory,  under  Doctor  Oswald  R.  Jones,  has  received  generous  support 
from  the  Nathan  Hofheimer  Foundation,  Holmes  Foundation,  Charles  Hayden  Foundation,  Mrs.  Oswald 
R.  Jones,  and  others.  Doctor  A.  Loomis  Bell,  Jr.,  with  the  help  of  Doctors  Francis  G.  Geer,  Hugh  C. 
Davidson,  Wilbur  G.  Avery  and  Rene  Pingeon,  continues  an  active  program  of  individual  patient  investiga- 
tions. These  include  pulmonary  function  tests  for  diagnosis  and  evaluation,  and  cardiac  catheterization. 
Under  a continuing  grant  from  the  New  York  Heart  Association,  Doctor  Bell  and  his  associates  have  ex- 
tended their  studies  on  the  effects  of  a carbonic  anhydrase  inhibitor  on  respiration  and  electrolyte  metab- 
olism. This  drug  is  of  interest  because  it  affects  the  body’s  elimination  of  carbon  dioxide  by  both  the  kid- 
neys and  the  lungs.  Still  other  research  work,  under  the  New  York  Heart  Association’s  grant,  correlates  the 
pressure  and  flow  relationships  and  anatomic  effects  of  artificially  produced  mitral  stenosis  and  subsequent 
cure  of  this  in  the  experimental  animal.  It  is  hoped  that  correlation  of  the  diagnostic  measurements  before 
and  after  surgical  relief  of  the  tightening  of  the  valve  may  lead  to  better  prediction  of  results  of  surgery  in 
man.  This  work  has  been  done  with  the  collaboration  of  the  Department  of  Surgery. 

Doctor  Theodore  B.  Van  Itallie,  working  under  the  Clark  Fund,  continued  his  increasingly  pro- 
ductive work  in  nutrition  and  metabolism  and  kidney  disease  up  until  his  resignation  in  June  to  accept 
a position  at  Harvard.  Doctor  Van  Itallie  completed  work  begun  with  the  help  of  Doctor  William  B.  A. 
Bentley,  on  glucagon-epinephrine  induced  hyperglycemia  as  an  index  of  liver  function  in  man.  They 
found  that  giving  these  blood  sugar  raising  hormones  in  combination  gives  a very  satisfactory  indirect 
measure  of  the  liver’s  ability  to  release  sugar  and  that  this  ability  was  impaired  in  liver  disease.  Thus,  a 
procedure  was  developed  which  has  proved  helpful  in  the  diagnosis  of  liver  disease.  Balance  studies  on 
intravenous  fat  were  finished  in  1955.  These  were  undertaken  because  it  is  not  otherwise  feasible  to  supply 
enough  calories  by  vein  to  maintain  body  weight,  with  solutions  ordinarily  available  to  doctors,  to  a 
degree  comparable  to  that  observed  with  fat  taken  orally.  These  studies  were  performed  on  normal 
human  volunteers  with  the  special  facilities  afforded  by  our  research  kitchen  and  research  dietitians. 
Thanks  are  due  to  Miss  A.  Alliene  Mosso,  Director  of  Dietetics,  for  her  cooperation  in  facilitating  the 
work  and  coverage  of  the  research  dietitians.  Lastly,  toxicologic  studies  were  completed  on  an  emulsifier 
used  as  a food  conditioning  agent.  No  toxic  effects  could  be  discovered  from  its  use. 

Doctor  William  J.  Pyles,  with  the  continued  support  of  a United  States  Public  Health  Service  grant, 
has  extended  his  studies  on  the  nutritional  factors  affecting  experimental  amyloidosis  in  hamsters.  Almost 
nothing  is  known  about  the  cause  of  this  complication  of  human  tuberculosis  and  arthritis.  During  the  year, 
paper  electrophoretic  studies  documented  the  striking  changes  in  serum  proteins  which  these  animals 
regularly  show.  Studies  on  the  chemical  and  staining  reactions  of  amyloid  and  related  glycoproteins  are 
in  progress.  The  nutritional  requirements  and  growth  of  the  hamster  have  been  investigated  further 
as  a basis  for  the  amyloid  studies. 

Doctors  Edward  H.  Reisner,  Jr.,  Richard  P.  Keating,  and  Mary  C.  Morgan,  under  a grant  from 
the  United  States  Atomic  Energy  Commission,  have  studied  the  survival  of  platelets  (the  cell  fragments 
of  the  blood  which  initiate  the  clotting  process)  labeled  with  radioactive  chromium51,  a process  first 
successfully  worked  out  by  this  group.  Longer  than  normal  survival  was  found  in  individuals  whose 
spleens  had  been  removed.  No  survival  could  be  measured  in  patients  with  deficiency  of  platelets 
(thrombocytopenia)  due  to  increased  platelet  destruction.  Doctor  Reisner,  supported  by  a United 
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States  Public  Health  Service  grant,  has  set  up  a laboratory  for  the  in  vitro  culture  of  bone  marrow  and 
blood  cells.  In  this  way,  means  are  available  for  studying  the  factors  concerned  in  the  growth  of  normal 
and  abnormal  cells.  He  has  also  continued  his  studies  on  chemical  analogues  of  Vitamin  B12. 

Doctors  William  C.  Felch  and  Louis  B.  Dotti,  Hospital  Biochemist,  have  continued  their  investiga- 
tions under  a United  States  Public  Health  Service  grant  on  the  production  of  hardening  of  the  arteries 
(atherosclerosis)  in  vitro.  With  the  help  of  Doctor  John  Ware,  they  have  extended  the  use  of  an  ingenious 
system  of  tubing  and  pump  whereby  a sterile  normal  rabbit  aorta  is  exposed  to  a pulsating  stream  of 
rabbit  plasma,  mimicking  the  situation  in  the  body.  The  composition  of  the  plasma  can  thus  be  controlled. 

Doctor  Fred  J.  Schilling,  with  Mr.  Albert  DeNatale,  has  further  refined  a bedside  prothrombin 
test  for  the  determination  of  this  important  blood  coagulation  factor.  This  should  be  of  help  in  the 
management  of  patients  with  heart  attacks  who  need  treatment  with  drugs  to  prevent  clot  formation. 

Doctor  Myron  Wright  has  carried  out  an  intensive  study  of  the  medical  problems  of  the  Puerto 
Rican,  involving  a three  weeks’  study  on  the  Island.  The  results  will  be  published  in  1956. 

Doctor  Martin  A.  Rizack,  Chief  Resident  Physician  and  current  holder  of  the  Frances  H.  Zabriskie 
Fellowship,  in  collaboration  with  Doctor  Anthony  A.  Albanese,  has  studied  the  effect  of  intravenously 
administered  fructose  and  glucose  on  blood  amino  nitrogen  levels.  He  has  shown  a greater  rise  after 
fructose  than  after  glucose  in  normal  man,  indicating  amino  acid  synthesis  from  carbohydrate  derivatives 
and  ammonia.  The  Zabriskie  Fellowship  is  a continuing  source  of  strength  in  building  up  our  young 
Attending  Staff  from  below. 


Surgical 

A variety  of  research  projects  are  now  in  progress  in  our  surgical  research  laboratory  and  the 
clinical  application  of  many  of  them  have  and  will  be  soon  realized. 

On  a series  of  animals,  segments  of  major  arteries  have  been  removed  and  replaced  with  pliable 
porous  plastic  tubes  which  have  proved  to  be  quite  adequate  as  blood  vessel  substitutes.  The  fate  of 
these  synthetic  grafts  and  the  host  response  to  them  are  being  studied  grossly  and  microscopically  at 
various  intervals  after  their  placement.  Such  synthetic  tubes  have  been  used  successfully  on  patients  as 
artery  replacements. 

A study  has  been  instituted  likewise  to  investigate  the  efficacy  of  cobalt  bomb  irradiation  for  the 
sterilization  of  synthetic  prosthetic  tubes  and  arterial  homografts  both  of  which  are  used  to  bridge  major 
arterial  defects. 

Dr.  Richard  Stark  is  studying  the  all  important  problem  of  permanently  transplanting  skin  from  one 
individual  to  another.  He  has  likewise  5 very  rare  embryos  with  harelip  and  has  undertaken  a detailed 
comparison  with  normal  embryos  of  the  same  age.  This  study  will  aid  immeasurably  in  the  proper 
assignment  of  various  disjointed  elements  in  surgical  correction  of  harelip.  Dr.  Stark  likewise  is  pursuing 
methods  of  increasing  the  circulation  of  pedicled  grafts.  His  results  have  been  most  encouraging. 

An  intensified  research  program  on  the  techniques  of  heart  and  lung  bypass  has  begun.  Such 
methods  permit  operating  on  a dry  opened  heart  for  long  periods  of  time.  Successful  operations  on  dogs 
bypassing  the  entire  heart  and  using  the  animals  own  lungs  have  been  done.  Likewise,  successes  with  an 
artificial  lung  have  been  realized.  Detailed  physiological  and  metabolic  studies  are  being  conducted 
through  the  cooperative  teamwork  of  Doctor  Bell  and  his  associates  from  the  cardiopulmonary  laboratory. 
Application  of  these  techniques  for  operations  inside  the  human  heart  is  anticipated  in  the  near  future. 

Several  joint  projects  are  in  progress  with  members  of  the  Department  of  Medicine.  These  include 
the  experimental  creation  and  later  correction  of  mitral  stenosis  correlated  with  the  histological  changes 
occurring  in  the  lung,  and  a study  of  the  fate  of  injected  radioactive  labelled  blood  platelets. 

Doctor  Frederick  R.  Thompson  has  begun  an  investigation  of  the  feasibility  of  transplanting  epiphyses 
of  bone  to  assure  normal  bone  growth.  Doctors  Henry  G.  Rieger  and  Eugene  R.  Ball  are  investigating 
operations  designed  to  provide  more  secure  anchorage  of  dentures. 


Convalescent  Hospital 

Doctors  Reginald  A.  Higgons  and  Albanese  have  continued  their  nutritional  studies  on  normal  and 
convalescent  patients.  Nine  of  ten  nutritionally  substandard  infants  exhibited  moderate  to  striking  increases 
in  body  weight  and  improvement  in  appetite  when  the  amino  acid  lysine  was  given  in  Vx  to  V2  gram 
amounts.  These  studies  have  aroused  widespread  interest  in  the  fields  of  nutrition  and  pediatrics  in  the 
United  States.  Other  studies  were  continued  on  fructose  and  glucose  metabolism,  (with  Doctor  Rizack, 
reported  above).  Studies  on  the  metabolic  significance  of  blood  amino  nitrogen  levels  are  in  progress. 
The  laboratory  is  the  source  of  a number  of  new  developments  in  methods.  It  has  elaborated  a procedure 
for  a more  reliable  and  accurate  determination  of  lysine. 


Report  of  the  Executive  Director 


The  last  two  years  have  seen  significant  changes  and 
development  take  place  at  St.  Luke’s  Hospital.  The  addition 
of  a new  and  modern  building  to  the  main  Hospital,  the 
completion  of  renovation  at  the  Woman’s  Hospital  Division, 
and  the  advanced  progress  in  modern  convalescent  care  made 
by  the  Convalescent  Hospital  have  combined  to  make 
St.  Luke’s  one  of  the  largest  and  most  progressive  of  the  voluntary  hospitals  in  New  York. 

St.  Luke’s  Hospital  realized  a long-cherished  plan  when  the  new  Florence  Stokes  Clark 
Building  opened  in  the  Fall  of  1954.  It  enabled  the  main  unit  of  the  Hospital  to  expand  many 
current  services  and  to  instigate  new  programs  and  service  in  basic  and  clinical  research, 
psychiatry,  and  hearing  and  speech.  The  new  building  houses  the  Out-Patient  Department  which 
served,  in  its  first  full  year  in  the  new  quarters,  126,791  visits;  an  increase  of  nearly  4,000  visits 
over  the  previous  year.  Through  the  generosity  of  a friend  of  the  Hospital,  we  installed  a new 
cobalt  unit  for  use  in  deep  radio  therapy.  The  Clark  Building  also  enabled  us  to  provide  Columbia 
University  with  facilities  for  an  expanded  health  service  and  an  infirmary  for  students. 

The  service  rendered  to  our  community  can  best  be  expressed  by  statistical  data.  In  1955 
the  three  units  of  the  Hospital  cared  for  60,768  patients;  provided  235,969  laboratory  deter- 
minations, and  44,536  X-ray  examinations.  A total  of  1,287,014  meals  was  served  by  our 
Dietary  Department,  and  our  Pharmacy  dispensed  155,977  prescriptions.  In  our  operating  rooms 
8,889  operations  were  performed  and  2,551  live  births  were  delivered. 

During  1955  the  Woman’s  Hospital  Division  celebrated  its  one  hundredth  anniversary. 
Established  on  May  4th,  1855,  in  a dwelling  on  Madison  Avenue  and  29th  Street,  the  Hospital 
has,  during  its  century  of  service,  existed  only  “To  Serve  Humanity  — and  to  Teach.”  In  my 
last  report  I spoke  of  the  wonderful  cooperation,  understanding,  and  enthusiasm  that  accompanied 
the  consolidation  of  the  two  hospitals.  This  spirit  and  cooperation  and  oneness  has  continued. 

The  Woman’s  Hospital  Division  completed  its  program,  begun  in  1948,  of  alteration  and 
renovation  at  a cost  of  $1,750,000.  The  program  which  encompassed  a thorough  renovation  of 
plumbing,  heating,  and  electrical  services,  makes  this  unit  of  St.  Luke’s  fully  equipped  to  render 
modern  maternity  care. 

At  Greenwich,  Connecticut,  the  Convalescent  Hospital  is  leading  the  way  in  its  field  by 
recognizing  the  need  of  continuity  of  medical  care  which  many  patients  need  in  preparing  them 
for  return  to  their  normal  place  in  the  community.  The  Hospital  has  the  facilities  and  the  staff 
to  accept  the  patient  who  has  just  passed  the  stage  which  needs  all  the  facilities  of  an  acute 
hospital,  but  who  still  needs  very  close  medical  and  nursing  supervision.  The  patient’s  demands 
for  a semi-private  and  private  service  in  a convalescent  hospital,  which  are  becoming  much  more 
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extensive,  have  been  foreseen.  Some  semi-private  rooms  have  been  provided,  and  planning  and 
study  are  now  being  given  to  future  structural  and  functional  changes  to  meet  this  trend. 

The  medical  staff  of  St.  Luke’s  Hospital  has  continued  to  give  its  fullest  cooperation  in  over- 
coming the  ever  present  problems  of  maintaining  a hospital.  The  added  work  load  which  has 
been  thrust  upon  their  shoulders  by  the  increase  in  our  Out-Patient  Department  facilities  has 
been  cheerfully  accepted.  I extend  to  them  my  thanks  and  congratulations,  and  particularly  my 
appreciation  to  Dr.  Oswald  R.  Jones,  retiring  President  of  the  Medical  Board,  for  his  deep  in- 
terest and  cooperation  throughout  his  term  of  office. 

Nursing  and  dietary  service  has  continued  to  exemplify  the  high  standards  of  St.  Luke’s 
Hospital  and  all  departments  have  functioned  harmoniously  and  well,  despite  the  handicaps  im- 
posed upon  all  by  the  building  program.  What  has  been  accomplished  has  been  possible  because 
of  the  caliber  of  our  staff,  their  interest,  intelligence,  industry,  and  their  devotion  to  St.  Luke’s 
and  its  ideals.  We  are  indeed  fortunate  in  the  quality  of  our  personnel. 

In  September  of  1955  the  first  class  under  the  revised  program  was  admitted.  109  students 
entered  the  School  of  Nursing.  Henceforth,  instead  of  accepting  two  classes  per  year,  the  School 
will  accept  only  one. 

82  students  were  graduated  last  May  in  the  Cathedral  of  St.  John  the  Divine.  The  com- 
mencement address  was  made  by  Mr.  Henry  T.  Heald,  Chancellor  of  New  York  University.  The 
diplomas  were  presented  by  Mr.  J.  Stewart  Baker,  President  of  the  Hospital. 

We  all  owe  a debt  of  gratitude  to  the  volunteers  for  their  interest  to  patients,  their  devotion 
to  duty,  and  faithfulness  on  the  job.  Since  1 950  the  total  number  of  hours  of  assistance  received 
from  volunteers  has  nearly  doubled.  In  1955,  29,508  hours  of  help  from  1,314  volunteers  was 
received.  Twenty  departments  in  the  Hospital  received  volunteer  assistance  from  these  volunteers, 
with  the  Nursing  and  Out-Patient  Departments  obtaining  the  largest  service. 

It  is  expected  that  the  new  Stuyvesant  Pavilion  which  is  being  constructed  in  the  area  for- 
merly occupied  by  the  Norrie  Pavilion  will  be  ready  for  occupancy  in  1957.  All  of  us  are  looking 
forward  to  the  completion  of  this  new  structure  because  its  facilities  will  enable  us  to  extend 
and  complement  many  of  the  services  now  existing  in  the  Hospital  under  less  than  ideal  con- 
ditions. 

The  administration  of  a large  hospital,  especially  one  that  has  three  complete  separate 
physical  units,  is  a complex  affair.  That  these  units  functioned  smoothly  and  interdependently 
is  due  to  the  able  administration  of  the  various  directors  and  their  staffs.  I would  like  to  acknowl- 
edge my  indebtedness  to  Charles  W.  Davidson,  Director  of  the  main  Hospital,  Carl  P.  Wright,  Jr., 
Director  of  the  Woman’s  Hospital  Division,  and  Arthur  R.  Slothower,  Director  of  the  Con- 
valescent Hospital,  for  their  continuous  and  conscientious  support. 

In  conclusion,  I would  like  to  express  my  appreciation  and  thanks  to  the  Board  of  Trustees 
for  their  encouragement,  direction,  and  support  in  aiding  us  to  maintain  the  medical  standards 
and  practices  that  have  made  St.  Luke’s  a vital  part  of  the  community  for  more  than  one  hun- 
dred years.

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Report  of  the  Religious  Director 


During  the  past  two  years  the  Department  of  Religious 
Work  has  continued  its  ministry  to  the  Hospital  Family.  The 
more  formal  aspect  has  been  the  numerous  services  conducted 
daily  and  Sundays  in  the  Hospital  Chapel  and  the  Chauncey 
Oratory  according  to  the  Book  of  Common  Prayer  of  the 
Episcopal  Church.  These  have  included  regular  celebrations 
of  the  Holy  Communion,  Intercessions  and  Evensong.  Our 
choir  of  pre-clinical  student  nurses  has  added  much  to  the 
beauty  of  the  services.  Many  patients  of  all  faiths,  even  those 
in  wheel  chairs  and  on  stretchers,  attended  and  worshipped  on 
the  balcony  where  the  Chauncey  Oratory  is  situated. 

The  Chapel  and  Oratory  are  open  day  and  night.  This  makes  it  possible  for  a large  num- 
ber of  patients,  visitors  and  staff  members  to  make  use  of  them  for  meditation  and  private  devotion. 

By  far  the  most  important  religious  function  is  the  individual  ministry  to  patients,  their  fam- 
ilies, visitors,  staff  and  employees.  This  is  carried  out  at  the  bedside  and  in  pastoral  counseling 
situations  in  a variety  of  settings.  The  Sacraments  and  rites  of  the  church  are  administered  as 
requested  by  patients  or  their  families. 

The  service  of  the  Department  is  on  a twenty-four  hour  basis  and  the  chaplains’  ministrations 
can  be  secured  at  any  time.  In  addition  to  the  regular  chaplains’  staff  of  the  Department,  Jewish, 
Orthodox  and  Roman  Catholic  clergy  regularly  serve  those  of  their  own  faith. 

A close  relationship  with  the  School  of  Nursing  has  been  maintained.  The  Religious  Director 
teaches  in  the  School  and  members  of  the  Department  advise  in  the  religious  activities  of  the 
students.  Recently  the  students  have  participated  widely  in  the  religious  life  of  the  Hospital  and 
have  contributed  signally  by  their  volunteer  work,  pageants,  Bible  study  and  Chapel  leadership. 

As  a regular  Center  accredited  by  the  Council  for  Clinical  Training,  Inc.  the  Hospital  has 
offered  twelve-week  courses  in  Clinical  Pastoral  Training  for  clergy  and  seminarians.  It  has  also 
made  possible  seminars  and  supervised  pastoral  experience. 

The  consolidation  of  the  Woman’s  Hospital  as  a division  of  St.  Luke’s  and  the  opening  of 
the  Clark  Building  have  enlarged  the  needs  for  religious  ministrations  in  the  Hospital.  At  the 
present  time,  while  services  are  held  and  the  Sacraments  administered  upon  request,  it  is  impos- 
sible to  offer  a full  religious  ministry  at  the  Woman’s  Hospital  division. 

The  religious  life  of  the  Hospital  depends  so  markedly  upon  the  cooperation  of  the  staff  and 
employees.  In  this  respect  the  Department  has  been  extremely  fortunate  and  records  a deep  appre- 
ciation for  the  help  and  understanding  given  by  all.
